DE-A-200 00 002 (Dl) , which is considered to represent the 
closest prior art, describes a stanchion for a tarpaulin 
structure that can be locked on to a fastening member, 
said stanchion comprising a lever device for raising and 
locking the stanchion.

The subject matter of the present claim 1 differs herefrom
